The Crop Testing Plan has just 
concluded the analysis of 24,000 wheat 
samples, each one of which represents 
a farmer's field of wheat.While large 
number of excellent true-to-variety 
fields were found, yet on the other 
hand the tests revealed that thous- 
ands of farmers are losing money 
by producing crops which are made 
up of mixtures or of unsuitable 
varieties ‘These poor varieties and 
mixtures not only lower the farmer’s 
yields and grades; hence lose him 
money, but as well tend to lower the 
general quality of the Camadian 
wheat. Farmers, th2refore, who had 
C’s and “mixtures” in the Crop Test- 
ing Plan tests, or other farmers who 
may be in doubt about the quality of 
their crops, should certainly not con- 
tinue to sow poor money-losing seed, 
but should now lay their plans to 
secure more suitable stock for next 
spring’s sowing. 

In almost every district there are 
professional seed growers with 
moderately priced nejgistered certified 
geed to sell. There are also in each 
district farmers who have in their 
bins true to variety Crop Testing 
plan “A” stocks, which can usually 
be purchased by neighboring farm- 
ers at a modest premium

The Immediate Requirement

Seeds For Export 


Canada Has Entered Into Both Pro- 
duction And Export Of Many 
Grass And Clover Seeds 
.Canada has come quite definitely 
into both production and export of 
many grass and clover seeds and a 
recent issue of statistics from the 
plants products division makes inter- 
esting reading, as a number of var- 
jeties, formerly on the import list, 
are now transferred to the export! 
side. Even a number of varieties, 
which are still imported, the amounts 
are greatly lessened. Alsike clover,| 
for example, the production for 1988 
was 7,003,000 pounds, no imports for, 
the spring of 1939, but an export of 
4,328,780 pounds from June 1st, 1938, | 
to June 30th, 1939. In 1938 Canada| 
produced 4,052,000 pounds of alfalfa 
seed and exported 3,267,000 pounds, | 
and imported 490 pounds. 

Sweet clover seed production ‘in| 
1938 was 11,820,000 pounds. . Had no} 
importation and exported 10,528,000) 
pounds, Timothy made a rather poor 
showing as, while production ran to 
4,316,000, imports ran to 4,098,044.

Colony’s Famous Rule About Motor 
Traffic Is Rescinded 

Two of Bermuda’s most widely 
known prohibitions—one on motor 
cars, the other on woman suffrage— 
went toppling in the wake of the 
war.

Whether or not any measure of government control over production is 
assumed, it can be taken for granted that, as long as a supreme effort may 
be required in the prosecution of the war with the utmost vigor, the farm- 
ers of the west will give loyal and effective support and a full quota of co-| 
operation, even though it entail some sacrifice and the abandonment of 
much cherished plans for the time being.

Mistakes To Avoid 

Whether, however, the farmer retains full measure of liberty in order-| 
ing his production program for the next and subsequent years, or not, it is! 
to be hoped that plans laid down will take some cognizance of mistakes un- | 
wittingly made during the last war and efforts be made to avoid them or, | 
if that is impossible, to ameliorate their after effects. 

During the last war, it will be remembered, a great deal of sub-marg- 
inal and marginal land was brought under the plow and seeded to wheat | 
in a strenuous effort to meet the requirements of the allied nations for more 
and more food. As a result of this fine effort food that was urgently re- 
quired was forthcoming as and when needed, and unquestionably the man- 
ner in which farmers responded to the call for an adequate supply of food- 
stuffs played an important part in the ultimate victory. 

Unfortunately, however, after the war, when prices of foodstuffs | 
dropped to peace time level, and below, farmers found they had on their 
hands broken land which was no longer profitable to till and seed and, as a 
result, much of this land became harborage for noxious weeds and breed- 
ing grounds for insect pests which infested good lands and polluted good} 
crops, and eventually became a problem of serious magnitude. 

If it is again found necessary, in order to ensure the prosecution of the 
war with maximum efficiency, to again use some of these ordinarily un- 
profitable areas to raise bread foods, this subsequent problem should not} 
be overlooked when plans are being made. 

Consideration might well be given to the alternative possibility of in-| 
creasing yields on the more profitable land by more widespread use of pure, 
vigorous and healthy seed and the adoption of more scientific methods of 
cultivation, wherever this may be practicable. 

And if that is not deemed sufficient and some marginal and sub marg- 
inal lands must be used in order that war requirements may be fully met, | 
then some consideration should be given as to the use to which they may} 
be put subsequently and immediate plans for their use so modified and

For this purpose hybrids between the |

Mobilize Farm Industry 


To Insure Maximum Export 


Supplies To Great Britain 


An agricultural supplies commit- 
tee has been set up “to mobilize the 
Canadian agricultural industry in 
order to facilitate the maximum ex- 
port of agricultural supplies to Great 
Britain and her allies and to ensure 
domestic requirements,” it was an- 
nounced from the prime minister's 
Office. 

The committee was established on 
the recommendation of Hon, J. G. 
Gardiner, minister of agriculture. 

The members of the committee 
recommended are six officers of the 
department of agriculture: Chair- 
man, A. M. Shaw, director of mar- 
keting; Dr. A. T. Charon, assistant 
deputy minister; R. S. Hamer, execu- 
tive assistant; Dr. E. S. Archibald, 


of 


director, Dominion experimental 
farms; G. B. Rothwell, director of 
production, and Dr, J. M. Swaine, 


director of research. 

The announcement said: 

“The objective of the committee is 
to keep agriculture functioning in a 
manner which will supply the food 
and fibre needs of the people of Can- 
ada and their allies in the war dur- 
ing the period of the war, and to 
leave the farmer, as far as possible, 
in a position to follow his natural) 
peace-time pursuits at the end of the} 
war. The methods by which the ob- 
jective is to be accomplished are: 

“1. Through co-operation with the 
provinces and appointment of ad- 
visory boards representative of the 
industry who will assist the govern- 
ment in making the decisions reach- 
ed and their objectives known to the 
farmers concerned. 

“2. Through regulation of distribu- 


tion and purchase of feed, seed, 
fertilizers, insecticides, fungicides 
and other materials for use in the 


production of farm products. 

“3. Through negotiation or other- 
wise with the assistance and ap- 
proval of the war-time prices and) 
trade board, and with the approval) 
of the governor-in-council, arrange} 
for the disposal of farm products) 
consumed at home, and in the allied! 
countries or elsewhere in such a 
manner as to keep branches of the} 
industry necessary to a successful) 
prosecution of the war, functioning 
efficiently and continuously.”

Panama Canal Defence 


U.S. Government Has Plans To Make 
It War Proof 


After 25 years of operation the 
Panama Canal now looms more than 
ever as ‘the keystone in the defence 
of the Western Hemisphere” and the 
United States Government has plans 
under way to make it “war proof”. 

The United States needs the canal 
not only as a vital link in the na- 
tional defence plan, enabling speedy 
transfer of the navy from one ocean 
to the other, but also for its great 
commercial value. Since the canal 
opened in August, 1914, more than 
100,000 commercial vessels have 
passed through Jit. | 

Congress this year appropriated | 
$27,000,000 to increase the military| 
garrison and defence equipment. To| 
meet the needs for sea-coast defence} 
in the Canal Zone, the War Depart- 
ment has recommenedd installation | 
of a “great number of seacoast gun! 
batteries, submarine mine projects, | 
anti-aircraft batteries and ‘search-| 
lights and an increase of the garri-| 
son by 180 officers and 6,400 men. | 
The present force guarding the canal 
comprises only 70 officers and 3,516 
men. | 

In addition the War Department) 
is studying plans for construction of | 
a third set of locks in the canal. The| 
purpose of the new locks is two-fold; | 
they are needed to take care of the! 
increasing traffic in the canal, and,| 
as a defence measure, would permit} 
swifter passage of the navy through | 
the canal. The estimated cost of this! 
plan is $277,000,000. |

From Germany Did Not 

Slight, grey-haired, slack-chinned 
General Ismet Inonu, right hand 
man and successor to the late, great 
Mustafa Kemal Ataturk, is peculiar 
among statesmen in that he is quite 
deaf, says Time. President Ismet 
Inonu, who in his soldiering days 
wanted to go on fighting the Greeks 
long after The Ataturk knew he had 
been whipped, is also quite fearless. 
Into the deaf ears of his master of 
the Dardanelles poured blandish- 
ments, at his stout heart were hurl- 
ed threats, as Ambassador Franz von 
Papen sought to detach Turkey from 
its French-British guarantees, hook 
it to the Swastika. 

To Turkey, old-time friend of the 
Soviet Union with which it shares 
the Black Sea, news of the German- 
Russian Pact was almost as serious 
a shock as it was to Germany's 
friend Japan. It came just as the 
ink was drying on a French-Turkish 
trade pact. It also brought on what 
was later described as ‘“extraordi- 
nary pressure” from Germany. Von 
Papen was given an hour in which to 
perform his suave, bully act, then 
President Inonu made clear to France 
and Britain that he stood with them 
in the great line-up. Turkey, said 
her No. 1 editor, would stand with 
the Allies “even if the Reich were 10 
times stronger.”
